Dwighf  Cooke, 

Is  Scheduled  for  Assembly 


Mr.  Dwight  Cooke,  Public  Affairs 
analyst  for  the  Columbia  Broad¬ 
casting  System,  will  present  an  as¬ 
sembly  to  the  college  faculty  and 
students  in  the  auditorium,  Novem¬ 
ber  21.  He  has  had  fifteen  years  of 
radio  experience  and  has  inter¬ 
viewed  hundreds  of  men  and  women. 

Mr.  Cooke  is  heard  on  three  dis¬ 
cussion  programs;  he  is  before  the 
microphone  approximately  five 
times  each  week.  He  possesses  the 
only  letter  in  existence  signed 
jointly  by  the  heads  of  the  NAM, 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  CIO  and 

'afl. 

To  remain  conscious  of  the  pulse 
of  major  developments  on  the  na¬ 
tional  and  international  scenes,  vir¬ 
tually  every  week  Mr.  Cooke  travels 
from  New  York  to  Washington. 
Each  year  he  spends  some  time  in 
traveling  from  the  east  coast  to  the 
west  to  discover ,  what  people  in 
different  regions  of  the  United 
States  think.  Many  of  his  broadcasts 
are  made  directly  from  the  scenes 
In  which  news  is  made. 

Traveling  and  knowing  people 
have  been  no  recent  developments 
of  Mr.  Cooke’s  career.  Because  of 
his  father’s  business  he  had  seen 
mast  of  the  country  and  had  at¬ 


tended  fifteen  schools  before  he  had 
finished  elementary  education.  He 
was  graduated  from  Harvard,  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  and  magna  cum  laude; 
one  year  later  he  earned  his  M.  A. 
degree  at  Princeton,  summa  cum 
laude. 

In  1934  he  started  his  career  at 
Time,  Incorporated,  and  soon  after 
was  writing  for  Radio  March  of 
Time.  He  joined  CBS  as  a  producer- 
director  in  the  commercial  depart¬ 
ment.  Since  1936  he  has  devoted 
much  of  his  time  to  radio  work  and 
has  become  a  free-lance  producer- 
director  for  several  advertising 
agencies. 

In  1942  Mr.  Cooke  returned  to 
his  primary  interest  of  public  af¬ 
fairs  and  joined  the  staff  of  WRUL, 
the  largest  independent  short  wave 
station.  As  Program  Manager  he 
supervised  the  station  twenty-three 
hours  daily;  twenty-seven  languages 
were  used  on  the  broadcasts.  He  re¬ 
joined  WCBS-TV  as  a  news  analyst 
in  1944  by  becoming  a  moderator. 

Mr.  Cooke  often  speaks  on  lecture 
platforms.  Because  of  his  ability  to 
choose  subjects  of  vital  Interest,  he 
is  in  great  demand  upon  platforms 
and  before  microphones.

They  Tried! 

Thirty-four  years  ago  two  groups  of  repre¬ 
sentatives,  one  from  (lie  Allied  powers  and  one 
from  Germany,  met  in  Rethondes,  located  in  the 
heart  of  the  Compiegne  Forest,  to  sign  a  docu¬ 
ment  that  was  to  end  the  conflict  that  had  been 
destroying  a  great  part  of  Europe. 

The  date  was  November  11,  1918,  and  tho 
document  was  the  Armistice  that  was  to  end 
World  War  I. 

Bulgaria,  Austria,  and  Turkey  had  already 
signed  armistices  and  Germany  was  left  alone  to 
fight  the  Allied  powers.  President  Wilson  in¬ 
formed  the  German  government  that  Marshall 
Foch  had  been  authorized  by  the  Allies  to  open 
negotiations  with  accredited  representatives  of 
Germany. 

.  On  November  7  the  German  delegation  left 
^pa,  Belgium,  the  location  of  German  general 
headquarters.  On  November  8  they  received  the 
terms  of  the  (armistice  from  Marshal  Foch. 

The  armistice,  made  up  of  thirty-five  clauses, 
was  the  most  severe  and  drastic  ever  demanded 
from  a  great  power.  The  terms  demanded  immed¬ 
iate  evacuation  of  invaded  lands  and  immediate 
repatriation  of  their  inhabitants,  surrender  of  all 
anus,  evacuation  by  the  German  army  of  all  ter¬ 
ritory  on  tho  left  bank  of  the  Rhine,  creation  of  a 
neutral  zone  twenty-five  miles  wide  running  east 
of  the  river,  delivery  of  locomotives,  railway  cars, 
and  submarines  to  the  Allies,  and  withdrawal  of 
the  surface  fleet  to  Baltic  ports. 

On  November  12,  Marshall  Foch  issued  the 
following  general  order  to  all  the  Allied  armies: 
“You  have  won  the  gveatest  battle  in  history  and 
rescued  (lie  most  sacred  of  all  causes,  the  Liberty 
of  the  World.”  — Thelma  Buckley 


Let's  Look  at  Facts 

“Are  you  going  to  the  assembly?” 

“Oh,  why  go?  1  don’t  feel  like  it.” 

Surprising  though  it  may  be,  this  type  of 
conversation  is  much  too  prevalent  around  NWM 
SC.  Too  often  students  are  inclined  to  take  this 
and  similar  attitudes  toward  attending  general 
school  assemblies,  the  result  being  that  often  the 
auditorium  is  not  nearly  filled  to  capacity. 

Let’s  look  at  the  facts.  The  programs  are 
picked  by  a  committee  made  up  of  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  and  students,  the  students  having  an  equal 
vote  with  the  faculty.  The  Student  Senate  choos¬ 
es  the  students  to  be  on  the  committee,  but  any¬ 
one  can  go  to  the  open  meetings  and  give  his  opin¬ 
ions  as  to  which  programs  will  be  the  best. 

“Why  go?”  For  an  answer  to  that  question, 
look  at  the  over-all  purpose  of  the  assemblies. 
They  are  culturally  entertaining — and  they  are 
just  what  the  name  implies. 

Of  course,  it  is  impossible  to  please  every¬ 
one  with  each  assembly.  That  is  why  the  assem¬ 
blies  are  chosen  with  an  eye  for  variety  and  cross- 
sections  of  interest.  It  is  to  our  advantage  to  go 
to  them,  perhaps  especially  to  those  in  which  we 
think  we  are  not  interested,  for  there  is  a  chance 
to  learn  new  things.  If  anyone  has  suggestions  or 
ideas  about,  programs,  they  are  welcome.  Turn 
thorn  in  to  Dr.  Sterling  Surrey,  committee  chair¬ 
man,  as  soon  as  possible. 

Because  the  cost  of  assemblies  is  taken  from 
the  student  activity  fund,  there  is  no  extra  ad¬ 
mission  pi’ice.  Tho  assemblies  have  been  set  for 
the  mornings  instead  of  evenings,  since  the  stu¬ 
dents’  money  is  being  used  and  mornings  are 
more  convenient  for  the  students. 

Attendance  at  these  programs  has  not  been 
made  compulsory,  because  the  faculty  feels  that 
college  studentf  should  know  enough  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  opportunities.  Let’s  prove  it — by  go¬ 
ing  to  the  assemblies!  — Marylyn  LaMar

Notice 
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Does  a  high  grade  avenue  for 
an  entire  student  body  indicate  that 
the  standards  of  a  college  are  low? 
That  was  one  of  the  que.siions  posed 
by  a  panel  composed  of  Dean  W.  A. 
Brandenburg,  Dr.  June  Corine,  Dr. 
Sterling  Surrey,  and  Dr.  Leon  Mil¬ 
ler  to  the  members  of  the  Mary¬ 
ville  chapter  of  the  American  Asso¬ 
ciation  of  University  Professors  at 
a  meeting  Monday  evening.  Novem¬ 
ber  3.  in  the  Lakeview  Room  of  the 
Student  Union. 

The  subject  for  the  meeting  was 
"Grades  and  Grading."  Each  num¬ 
ber  of  the  panel  took  a  phase  of  the 
subject,  set  up  some  questions,  and 
expressed  his  opinion.  This  was  fol¬ 
lowed  by  a  debate  among  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  panel,  and  then  the 
discussion  was  open  to  the  members 
present.  Mr.  Harold  Mulford,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  program  committee,  ac¬ 
ted  as  moderator. 

Discussion  Is  Frank 
Frank  discussion  of  the  present 
grading  system  in  the  college  led  to 
a  statement  by  the  dean  that  where 
a  complete  throwing  away  of  a 
grading  system  in  favor  of  simple 
“Passed”  or  "Failed"  (or  some  other 
designation!  had  been  done,  the 
college  had  almost  Invariably  re¬ 
turned  to  the  old  system,  as  had 
been  clone  in  the  Northwest  Missouri 
State  College. 

Objective  examinations  versus  es¬ 
say  type  examinations  came  in  for 
discussion.  Dr.  Miller  expressed  the 
opinion  that  with  true-false  ques¬ 
tions,  a  student  who  does  not  know 
much  can  usually  get  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  answers  right.  Great 
care,  he  told  the  professors,  must 
be  used  in  making  up  objective 
tests  if  they  are  to  be  of  any  value 
In  determining  what  students  ac¬ 
tually  know.  These  tests  too  fre¬ 
quently  test  only  the  memory,  and 
not  the  thinking  ability,  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  he  thinks.  Dr.  Miller  seemed 
to  favor  a  combination  of  objective 
and  subjective  testing. 

Achievement  Is  First 
Achievement  on  the  part  of  stu¬ 
dents  was  generally  favored  as  the 
first  of  the  criteria  for  determining 
a  term  grade.  Other  factors  men¬ 
tioned  were  positive  contribution 
dally  to  the  class,  evidence  of  out¬ 
side  reading,  promptness  and  ef¬ 
ficiency  In  handling  problems  set 
(term  papers,  panels,  and  other 
types  of  individual  or  group  require¬ 
ments),  and  consistency  In  attend¬ 
ance. 

Do  the  students  In  this  college 
spend  enough  time  In  dally  prep¬ 
aration  of  lessons?  Do  the  instruc¬ 
tors  assign  too  much  work?  The  an¬ 
swer  to  the  first  question  was  em¬ 
phatically  No,  and  almost  as  em¬ 
phatically  No  to  the  second.  Nobody 
seemed  to  think  that  Instructors 
could  expect  students  to  spend  two 
hours  In  preparation  for  one  hour 
of  recitation  for  every  class  for 
every  recitation;  but  everybody  was 
agreed  that  most  students  need  to 
spend  more  time  than  they  do 
spend.  Anything  less  than  one  hour 
Is  to  be  considered  not  enough  time 
for  any  lesson. 

Do  Not  Complain  About  Work 
The  dean  said  that  time  and 
again  students  come  to  his  office 
complaining  about  the  grades  they 
have  received.  "But  they  do  not 
complain  about  the  work  they  are 
having  to  do,”  he  remarked.  Many 
of  the  faculty  expressed  the  Idea 
that  an  Improvement  In  the  study 
habits  of  students  would  result  In 
better  work,  and  therefore  better  . 
grades. 

"Do  grades  measure  potentiality 
for  success  In  life  ?"  was  a  question 
somebody  asked.  They  are  not  sup¬ 
posed  to,  the  group  seemed  to  think. 

A  student  might  fall,  for  Instance, 
tn  Business  Law  and  yet  become  a 
highly  successful  Insurance  sales¬ 
man.  His  success  Is  no  reflection  on 
the  Instructor  who  might  have  given 
him  “U"  in  the  course. 

Should  Grades  Be  Published 
Some  Instructors  seemed  to  think 
that  publicity  should  be  given  to 
grades  received  by  students.  "When 
the  young  people  get  out  Into  life 
situations,  they  are  ranked."  some¬ 
body  said,  “and  everybody  knows." 
No  conclusion  was  reached  about 
posting  grades  for  each  class,  but 
some  seemed  to  think  It  might  have 
a  wholesome  effect  on  students. 

All  agreed  that  each  Individual 

faculty  member  needed  to  examine 


Ills  own  method  of  grading  In  the 
light  of  objectives  set  up  for  the 
course.  Several  suggr~ted  that  in 
many  classes  students  might,  be 
asked  for  seif-evaiuation  and  some 
instructors  told  of  experiences  wi’h 
asking  students  to  rate  themselves, 
saying  that  such  grades  would  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  deter¬ 
mining  Die  final  grade  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  when  the  student  ha  i  ex¬ 
plained  fully  why  he  thought  he 
deserved  such  a  grade.

Homeward  After  European  Visit 


Mldwolda,  Netherlands 
October  21,  1952 
Dear  Friends, 

Only  one  more  day  In  the  Meyer 
home  before  I  start  on  the  long 
trip  home.  On  Thursday  of  this 
week,  all  the  Netherlands  IFYE's 
will  meet  In  The  Hague  where  a 
program  la  being  planned  to  show 
us  some  things  that  we  have  not 
already  seen  In  the  Netherlands. 

After  our  stay  In  The  Hague, 
we  will  have  a  trip  through 
Switzerland  via  Germany, 
through  Northern  Italy,  and  to 
the  Riviera  at  Nice,  France.  We 
will  finish  our  European  visit 
with  three  days  of  sight-seeing 
In  Paris,  before  we  meet  the 
Queen  Elizabeth  in  Cherbourg. 
On  November  8  we  will  start  west¬ 
ward  over  the  Atlantic  and  will 
arrive  In  New  York  on  November 
11.  Though  I  have  had  a  perfectly 
wonderful  time  in  the  Netherlands, 
it  will  certainly  be  a  thrill  to  see 
the  Statue  of  Liberty  again,  and 
to  know  that  I  will  be  at  home  and 
In  Iowa  In  a  few  days  more.  I  am 
looking  forward  to  coming  home, 
but  I  know  that  it  will  be  a  sad 
moment  when  I  must  say  "good-by” 
to  the  Netherlands. 

Visits  Clock  Factory 
In  the  village  of  Mldwolda  there 
are  at  least  two  very  interesting 
industries  that  I  have  had  a  chance 
to  visit  while  I  have  been  living 
with  the  Meyers.  One  of  these  U 
the  clock  factory  which  was  founded 
by  ancestors  of  Mr.  van  Bergen,  the 
present  owner.  In  1795.  There  are 
clocks  and  bells  for  church  towers, 
court  house  towers,  etc. 

In  this  factory  (which  really 
does  not  look  like  a  faotory  at 
all,  for  it  Is  a  low  brick  building 
without  a  hint  of  Its  importance 
except  for  six  or  eight  huge 
bells  which  are  set  In  front  of 
it)  bells  are  made  by  exactly 
the  same  process  as  Mr.  vnn 
Bergen’s  ancestors  used  so  long 
ago,  and  as  bell  makers  used 
for  more  than  two  hundred 
years  before  the  establishment 
of  the  van  Bergen  business. 

A  clay  mold  is  made  by  hand  and 
baked  (a  new  one  must  be  made 
for  each  bell)  and  then  It  is  filled 
with  white-hot  metal  heatec  In  a 
brick  oven  with  a  fire  of  peat  and 
wood.  The  bells  are  very  expensive 
for  the  process  of  manufacturing 
them  is  long,  tedious,  and  requires 
great  skill.  Three  or  four  bells  are 
made  at  one  time,  but  it  takes  a 
period  of  three  months  to  complete 
them. 

"Recipe"  lb  Secret 
The  exact  "recipe"  for  the  metal 
In  a  bell  Is  the  secret  of  the  family. 
The  factory  owner  discloses  It  to 
no  one,  except  to  the  person  he  has 
chosen  as  his  successor,  usually  his 
son.  The  successor  buys  the  ‘‘recipe” 
which  he  gets  only  when  the  owner 
Is  very  old.  An  expert  can  tell  by 
the  sound  of  the  bell  by  what  crafts¬ 
man  It  was  made  for  the  metal 
content  determines  the  tone  of  the 
product.  Some  clock  and  bell  fac¬ 
tories  have  been  mechanized,  but 
I  am  told  that  by  mechanizing  ac¬ 
tion  quality  is  sacrificed  for  quant¬ 
ity. 

Another  Interesting  place  in 
the  village  U  the  workshop  of 
th*  local  wooden  shoe  maker. 


This  man  has  one  building  in 
which  his  family  lives,  hla 
"store,"  and  his  workshop  are 
located.  He  makes  the  shoe  from 
green  poplar  wood.  The  logs 
are  sawed  In  pieces  the  right 
length  for  shoes  of  »  certain., 
size.  With  a  hatchet  Mr.  Berk- 
hiers  strips  the  bark  from  the 
log,  splits  It  in  fourths,  and 
shapes  the  chunk  of  wood  so 
that  It  has  a  form  roughly  re¬ 
sembling  that  of  the  finished 
"klomp.” 

With  an  electric  maohinr  the 
wood  Is  carved  In  the  shape  of  a 
shoe,  and  by  another  machine  th* 
inside  Is  whittled  out.  The  shoe 
maker  completes  the  formation  of 
the  shoe  with  a  few  skillful  “slices" 
with  a  huge,  very  sharp  knife.  He 
must  dry  the  ’’klompers”  and  paint 
them  before  they  are  ready  to  be 
sold  In  his  store,  which  Is  one  very 
small  room  with  shelves  filled  with 
yellow  and  red  shoes  of  every  size. 
Rent  Car  for  Sunday  Drive 
On  a  recent  Sunday,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Meyer  rented  a  car  (Mr.  Meyer 
says  It  Is  cheaper  than  owning  one 
himself)  and  we  went  for  a  day’s 
trip  through  the  eastern  and  south 
ern  parts  of  the  province  of  Gron¬ 
ingen,  across  a  part  of  Drente, 
through  the  new  Northeast  Polder 
and  back  ‘‘home’’  to  Mldwolda. 

We  stopped  near  the  village 
of  Gclthoom  and  walked 
through  a  part  of  It,  It  was 
Impossible  to  drive  the  oar 
there,  for  the  only  roads  are 
canals  and  footpaths.  Even  the 
church  has  steps  going  down 
into  the  water,  so  that  wedding 
parties  and  funeral  processions 
can  alight  from  their  boat* 
easily.  I  have  seen  no  other 
village  In  the  Netherlands  where 
there  were  no  roads  through 
which  motor  vehloles  could  pass. 
The  new  Northeast  Polder  is  an 
area  of  land  reclaimed  from  the 
old  Zuider  Zee.  It  Is  even  newer 
than  the  Welringermeer  Polder. 
Many  farms  are  completed  In  th* 
Polder,  but  there  Rre  still  huge  ex¬ 
panses  of  land  that  are  being 
farmed  by  the  government  until 
farm  buildings  can  be  erected  and 
the  soil  prepared  for  ordinary  farm¬ 
ing  methods. 

Thousands  Apply  for  Farms 
Each  year  new  farms  are  ready 
for  occupants.  As  In  the  Wierlnger- 
meer  Polder,  thousands  of  people 
apply  for  farms  each  year,  and  only  . 
a  comparative  few  can  be  chosen. 
Therefore,  farmers  for  the  Polder 
are  very  selective. 

In  the  Polder  Itself  Is  the 
village  of  Urk  which  was  a  very 
small  Island  before  the  dam 
around  the  Polder  was  built. 

I  shall  close  now  for  Mrs.  Meyer 
has  Just  served  our  evening  tea  and 
I’ve  been  In  the  Netherlands  long 
enough  to  know  that  the  day  U 
not  complete  without  a  cup  of  tea 
at  about  9:00  p.m.
